48  years  of  age  and  had  complet¬ 
ed  on  the  average  10.5  grades  of 
schooling,  that  is.  they  had  com¬ 
pleted  the  first  half  of  the  junior 
year  in  high  school.

The 
family  altar  (group  scripture  read¬ 
ing  and  prayer)  is  practiced  by 
58  per  cent  of  the  families  of  dea¬ 
cons,  while  77  per  cent  of  their 
families  say  grace  before  meals. 
When  called  upon.  87  per  cent  of 
deacons  will  lead  public  prayer. 
Each  deacons  holds  an  average 
of  3  church  offices.  Only  9  per  cent 
of  deacons  have  ever  held  a  state, 
city,  or  county  political  office.  On¬ 
ly  44  per  cent  of  deacons  read 
the  BAPTIST  AND  REFLECTOR 
regularly,  while  77  per  cent  have 
had  a 'Study  course  in  the  last 
two  years,  and  81  per  cent  had 
made  a  visit  in  the  last  month  in 
behalf  of  the  church.

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Oft.  A.  D.  MUSE 
DIES  IN  KENTUCKY 

Dr.  A.  D.  Muse,  65,  native  and 
former  resident  of  Mississippi,  died 
Wednesday  in  Louisville,  Ky., 
where  he  has  lived  for  the  last  ten 
years  and  operated  the  Heart’s 
Harbor  Tabernacle.
